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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant implies in its argument that examiner did not fully consider the reply filed on 
November 17, 2003. This is not persuasive since the examiner replied in a six page advisory 
action after fiilly consider apphcant's after final filing of November 17, 2003. 

2. Applicant's representative had verbally clarified to the examiner what the adjustment unit 
is meant to do in claim 1. Here is the examiner's understanding of the adjustment unit based on 
this clarification: The adjustment unit receives a mode signal. This mode signal tells the 
adjustment unit v^hether data input is from an asynchronous system or a synchronous system. If 
the mode signal indicates that the data is input from a synchronous system, then the adjustment 
unit will send a signal to the transfer control circuit. This signal to the transfer control circuit 
will be clocked based on a clock from an external source. This clock from the external source is 
different from the clock synchronous clock. If the mode signal indicates that the input is from an 
asynchronous signal, then the adjustment unit will not send a signal to the transfer control circuit.
